This mass of earth may have been 
moving for years, but the late heavy 
storms have increased it so much 
that it has now become visible.

surely cause a great disaster.

this mass of earth is moving, but if 
any one doubts it, or desires to see 


for themselves, they can do so by 
going„up Spruce street to the county 
road between the residence of Mr. 
Darms and Mr. De Lorme, they will 
find the chasm and can trace it both 
ways for half a mile on either side of 
the road.

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SPRING IN BERKELEY. 


The season of the year is at hand 
when all Berkeley is at work prepar­ 


ing, its thousand and one gardens for 
their summer blooming, sc that when 
the time arrives if the town could be 
viewed from a balloon If would pre­ 
sent the appearance of one immense 
boquet of flowers. Viewed from th 
earthy each 
gardan 
looks 
like 
boquet of itself. 
The original soi 
dark and heavy lint 
after 
being 
properly tempered becomes loose and 
its native richness causes flowers and 
fhrubbery to grow with an astonish­ 
ing profuseness. 


There is more work to do keep­ 
ing the extra growth within 
bounds 
than in getting it started. 
It almost 
seems as if a_ common stick pushed 
down in the earth wonld soon sprout 
leaves, bud and blossom, such is the 
richness of the soil. 
Nearly every­ 
body seeks to have something new in 
their 
gardens ' each 
year different 
from What their neighbors have and 
this causes such a large variety of 
different flowers, vines and shrubs to 
be found 
iu Berkeley. 
Roses ol 
hundreds of varieties are grown here 
and that bush always- does exceed­ 
ingly well. 
So do bulbs of any sort 
that may be put in the ground. 
Calla lillies grow to great height, in 
some gardens the flower stalks reach 
to a height of eight and nine feet. 
These come from bulbs which have 
been in the ground 
constantly for 
several years. 
They do not have to 
be taken up and kept in warm places 
during the winter season as in colder 
climates. 
The 'frost 
occasionally 
nips some of the tender plants, but! 
this could be avoided if they were' 
well'sprinkled with water before the 
sun strikes them in the morning. In 
many places the heliotrope and fu. 
chsias never feel the effects of the 
cold weather here. 
Figs and lemons 
can be seen in Berkeley on the trees 
nearly all the year around. 
1 


The luxurient growth requires tn 
gardener's care more than anything 
else. Too much wood detracts from" 
the blossom. 
Too prolific bearers 
should be trimmed back and that 


wi'l give what is left a chance to be 
come large and allow them to come 
nearer to profection. 
A garden in 
Berkeley requires constant care and 
work in order to keep it looking neat 
and in good shape. 
A considerable 
knowledge ol plants is also desirable 
in order that a full bloom may al­ 
ways be kept on hand. 
The early 
flowers must be planted first and the 
next bloomers will have to be put in 
the ground in order to come in as 
soon as the others go out. 


For a general fragrance the bloom­ 
ing acasia is qnite prominent. 
It is 
cultivated in different 
parts of the 
town and after the dew begins to 
fall its perfume pervades the air for 
many blocks from where the tree 


grows\ < This tree grows to quite a 
large size and in the evening when 
near by it the odcr is very strong and 
almost sickening in its nature. 
Only 
after 
being 
unpregftfcted into the 
heavy dew which begins to fall after 
"sundown is it tempered so as to make 
it pleisant to the keen smell. 


It is no wonder than that visitors 
become so enchanted with our Uni­ 
versity town when they visit alter the 
bloom is on gardens. 
All women 
and a great majority of men are fond 


of flowers either for their beauty or 
perfume. 
The Hower gardens, how 
ever, are only one of the many beau 
tiful U 1 action 
that should, like a 
loadstone, bring people here to live 
permanently. 
We might add the 
climate, water, beautiful views among 
many other attractions. 
Either one 


of those mentioned are equal if not 
superior to anything of the kind in 
California.
